Every school needs a carefully formulated, comprehensive set of 
objectives. A school without general objectives would be as aimless as 
a society without a constitution. The philosophy and objectives of the 

school and the characteristics and needs of its students together deter¬ 
mine the nature of its program. 

The objectives of the school are the philosophical principles re¬ 
duced to specific aims. They are signposts along the school's educational 

road. They should be closely related to the characteristics and needs 
of the students whom they seek to serve. 

According to authorities, each school should be free to determine 
and develop its own objectives so long as they are consistent with the 
principles of American democracy and consistent within themselves. 

We realize that in preparing the statement of objectives, the staff, 
with the cooperation of the students and parents, sets forth in specific 
terms what it is trying to do to meet the needs and interests of its 
patrons, in accordance with its statement of philosophy. 

1. To train high school graduates and other students who are 
sixteen (16) years of age or older for employment in voca¬ 
tional , technical, and industrial pursuits. 

2. To prepare students for wholesome and honest livelihoods. 

3. To provide educational experiences which will enable 
students to become worthwhile citizens. 

A. To promote the development of physical and mental health. 
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5* To advance learning, to develop skills, and to promote 
opportunities for constructive contributions to the 
welfare, dignity, and well-being of each individual* 

6. To acquaint the student with a wide variety of occupational 
opportunities in his chosen vocation. 

7. To encourage the building of desirable health habits. 

8. To guide students in the solution of their problems, 
which will ultimately affect their personal and vocational 

growth. 

9. To provide opportunities for self-discipline and self- 
government • 

10o To provide experiences which will enable each student to 

work independently, to think constructively, and to become 
more self-reliant and achieve greater individual potential. 

11. To help students develop a sense of responsibility for his 

own safety and that of others; to help students understand 
that the effective ways of doing jobs are the safe ways; 
and to help students recognize situations involving hazards. 

12. To train students in industrial-like facilities as much 

as possible which are replicas of those used in industry.
